‘Four hundred yesra aga was 
pablivhed tke “Utopia” of Sir 
orsas More, Tho exsct date ie 
ancertaio, bat it was issnnd } 
probsbly in’ Janaery, 1517> ‘It 
was written in an exaltant sage, 
delightfully self-conscious in its 
eense of having left. the Wars 
of the Roses behind, ‘and’ yet 
perfectiy alive to the horrors 
of social disorder whioh followed 
in the train, first, of the upheaval 
of civil war and, ssoondly, of the 
stagnant abuses created: by the 
old feadal system of the Middle 
Ages. The “Utopia” in’s very 
veal senge is a war-prodaot, both 
in its protest’ against civil ware 
and sgainet foreign wars (waged 
for extension of territory, though 
vot, it may be noted, against all 
ware). “It is the firat appeal to 
principles’ which are ossentially 
those of peaceful internationslism 
in the Renascenoe, It is wrilten 
in Latin, and wae nut translated 
into English wll 1551, when a 
translation was made. by Ralph 
Bobiosén, " citizen and goldsmith 
of London,” ~ ; 

The. “Utopia” is an essentially 
English docoment in ita author- 
ship and in mach of its atmos. 
phere, and is the most represent- 
ative literary work of Sir Thomas 
More; yet it was, ag alréady 
said, written in Latia, and it 
was pablished abroad. It 
wes not issued from any 
English prees in the lifetime of 
More, nor till sixteen yeare after 


bis death. The frat edition was |- 


published ‘at Louvain in 1617 
(or, come eay, very late in 1516);

third at Basle in November, 1518, 
sad the fourth at Vienna in 1519
